Flu on the rise? 

Medical oFFicer warns of 'second wave' of HiNi in N.S. 


Feds OK 
swine flu 
vaccine

A second wave of swine 
flu in Nova Scotia appears 
to be underway and the 
largest immunization 
drive in the province’s 
history is about to begin. 

The province’s chief 
medical officer Dr. Robert 
Strang stressed yesterday 
that eveiyone should get 
vaccinated to protect 
themselves. He said cases 
of HlNl have already be¬ 
gun popping up in recent 
weeks. 

“I think we are on the 
beginning of our second 
wave here in Nova Scotia,” 
Strang told reporters. 

That means infections 
are expected to become 
more widespread and 
some people could die. 

In particular, high-risk 
groups are urged to get 
vaccinated. These include 
people with chronic condi¬ 
tions, health-care workers, 
pregnant women and chil¬ 
dren under the age of five. 
Children under six- 
months-old cannot receive 
the vaccine. 

But pregnant women in 
Nova Scotia will have to 
wait until mid-November 
to get vaccinated. There 
are two kinds of vaccine 
and the one recommended 
for pregnant women — 
unadjuvanted vaccine —

N.S. holds 
carbon- 
neutral 
conference 

ENVIRONMENT Nova Scotia 
became the first province 
in Canada to make a 
national conference 
carbon neutral, according 
to the premier’s office. 

The Power of Green con¬ 
ference, which started yes¬ 
terday in Halifax, will be 
responsible for emitting 
roughly 50 tonnes of 
greenhouse gasses.

consider it an official 
physician's order. 

Sandra McLeod was the 
nurse in charge at the Cen¬ 
tral Nova Scotia Correc¬ 
tional Facility when 
Howard Hyde — under ar¬ 
rest for an alleged assault 
— was dropped off there 
by deputy sheriffs on Nov. 
21, 2007. 

Hyde, a 45-year-old musi¬ 
cian with a long history of 
mental illness and run-ins 
with the law, died the next 


morning as he struggled 
with guards, yelling there 
were “demons” in the jail. 

McLeod confirmed she 
had read a handwritten 
note on Hyde’s health in¬ 
formation transfer form, 
written by Dr. Janet MacIn¬ 
tyre, that said he had to be 
returned to hospital if he 
did not receive a court-or¬ 
dered psychiatric assess¬ 
ment. 

McLeod testified that 
when she read the note 
from the emergency room 
doctor, she called the Men¬ 
tally Ill Offender Unit to 
determine if they were ex¬ 
pecting Hyde for a court- 
ordered psychiatric assess¬ 
ment. But she was told 
nothing had been sched¬ 


uled. 

The form also said Hyde 
required ongoing treat¬ 
ment for schizophrenia 
and psychosis. As well, it 
said he had demonstrated 
aggression towards others 
and the potential to hurt 
himself 

The nurse said she saw 
no reason to send Hyde 
back to the hospital be¬ 
cause he wasn’t displaying 
any acute symptoms. 

McLeod said MacIntyre’s 
note did not constitute a 
physician’s order because 
it was written on a form 
she was unfamiliar with 
and lacked instructions on 
a specific time and place 
for an appointment.

No one injured after gunman takes hostages in Edmonton WCB office 


Edmonton Tactical prepare near the Workers’ Compensation Board in Edmonton yesterday after re¬ 
ports said a man with a gun had hostages in the building. About 700 employees were evacuated. 
The man later surrendered peacefully to police. 


A day-long hostage-taking 
that started with hundreds 
of office workers fleeing a 
disgruntled gunman end¬ 
ed peacefully yesterday 
evening with no injuries. 

About 10 hours after the 
drama at the Workers’ 
Compensation Board be¬ 
gan, Edmonton police 
spokesman Dean Parthenis 
announced the armed man 
had surrendered without 
incident. 

“All hostages were un¬ 
harmed,” said Parthenis. 

As officers started taking 
down barricades that had 
closed off a wide swath of 
the downtown near the Al¬ 
berta legislature for most of 
the day, Insp. Terry Rochhio 
told reporters at the scene 
that eight people in all had 
been held. 

Rochhio would not re¬ 
lease the gunman’s name or 


age, but described him as a 
disgruntled client who sim¬ 
ply wanted a chance to tell 
his story. 

Police negotiators con¬ 
vinced the man to let the 


hostages go one by one 
throughout the day, with 
the last one being set free 
just half an hour before the 
gunman gave himself up. 

The incident began when 


the man, armed with a rifle, 
charged into the WCB of¬ 
fices on the eighth floor 
about 8:45 a.m. Police 
moved in and initiated ne¬ 
gotiations.

Hoax exposes pitfalls 
of instant journalism 


You attend a press confer¬ 
ence. The newsmaker 
speaks. You run a DNA test 
to confirm they are who 
they claim to be. Then you 
publish. 

An absurd notion, but on¬ 
ly marginally more absurd 
than the high comedy that 
played out at Washington’s 
National Press Club Mon¬ 
day, when the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce made big 
news that wasn’t. 

Already in the news for its 
hard-lobbjdng opposition to 
U.S. climate-change legisla¬ 
tion, the pro-business 
Chamber dropped re¬ 
porters’ jaws with what ap¬ 
peared to be a turning-point 
announcement — the or¬ 
ganization now accepts that 
“without a stable climate, 
there will be no business.” 

The dramatic reversal 
was conveyed instantly, led 
by Reuters. Minutes later it 
was picked up by the New 
York Times and Washing¬ 
ton Post websites.

Building more opportunities for boys

Many of us have spent 
decades tiying to address 
the barriers to women in 
education and in business. 
And in spite of the 
progress, there is more to 
be done. 

At the same time, the 
gender gap cuts both ways. 
Boys are less likely than 
girls to meet provincial 
standards in reading. Boys 
account for the majority of 
suspensions. And boys are 
more likely than girls to 
drop out of high school in 
Canada (12.2 per cent ver¬ 


sus 7.2 per cent in 2004-05). 

On a national level, the 
social economic status of a 
school is the strongest pre¬ 
dictor of reading perform¬ 
ance, followed by the social 
economic status of the stu¬ 
dent followed by gender, 
according to a 2000 OECD 
study. This suggests that 
boys, regardless of their 
background, do better in 
well-resourced schools, re¬ 
inforcing the importance of 
investment in education. 

The costs to all Canadians 
of educational underperfor¬ 
mance are immense. In 
2004, the unemplojnnent 
rate among people aged 25 
to 44 who did not have a 
high school diploma was 
12.2 per cent, almost twice 
the rate of high school 
graduates. 

In a bold move an¬ 
nounced this week, the 


Toronto District School 
Board’s new director Chris 
Spence announced a strate¬ 
gy that includes a “Male 
Leadership Academy” for 
boys as well as male-friend¬ 
ly demonstration class¬ 
rooms aimed at boosting 
boys’ school performance. 

Research by the Canadi¬ 
an Centre for Knowledge 
Mobilization in B.C. con¬ 
cluded that, overall, studies 
tend to show that single-sex 
schools serve girls better 
than boys. However, the 
majority of studies exam¬ 
ine private schools domi¬ 
nated by students from 
wealthy well-educated fam¬ 
ilies. We also know there 
are too few male role mod¬ 
els in the early grades. 

An excellent teacher can 
inspire any kid to love 
Shakespeare, but boys and 
girls do have different pref¬ 


erences. Same-sex classes in 
particular subjects allow 
gender specific content and 
teaching methods. 

Spence is drawing on his 
previous successes in the 
development of Boys 2 
Men, Project G.O. (Girls On¬ 
ly) and the Read to Succeed 
Program, which motivates 
and teaches boys to read. 
While we should heed cau¬ 
tions against segregating 
and fragmenting our 
schools, and we need rigor¬ 
ous evaluation and account¬ 
ability, we do need to tiy 
new approaches to adapt 
the curriculum, teaching 
methods and learning envi¬ 
ronment to the particular 
needs of boys and girls.

CRTC allows web traffic 
throttling under new rules 


Microsoft Corp. chief exec¬ 
utive Steve Ballmer has 
advice for Canada's 
businesses: be careful not 
to let a battered economy 
frightened you away from 
vigorously investing in 
tech sector innovation. 

Ballmer told business 
leaders in a speech in 
Toronto yesterday that the 
technology industiy must 
be focused on driving 
growth — and not just cut¬ 
ting costs — even as it deals 
with revenue declines. 

“You cut costs because 
you have to and the money 
you have left you invest 
smartly for growth,” the 
53-year-old CEO of the soft¬ 
ware superpower told busi¬ 
ness executives at the 
Metro Toronto Convention 
Centre. “Now is the time to 
make those bets that will 


drive innovation, that will 
drive your growth and 
growth in the economy.” 

Ballmer drew parallels 
between the Great Depres¬ 
sion and the current crisis, 
saying that many success¬ 
ful innovations can be 


born in economic turmoil. 

Since the dot-com bub¬ 
ble burst, telecom, soft¬ 
ware, hardware and other 
technology companies 
have cut jobs, streamlined 
operations or consolidated.

In an age where 
toughness is slowly giving 
way to finesse, Garrett 
Clarke is a throwback to 
hockey's old days. 

Still only 16 years old, 
the Halifax Mooseheads 
defenceman sets himself 
apart with a mean streak 
as long as Robie Street and 
an untamed fearlessness to 
match it. 

“It’s nice early in the 
game to let the forwards 
know you’re coming for 
them,” Clarke said. “It 
scares them off a little 
throughout the game.

“Maybe he got away with 
some things last year — we 
don’t really know — but 
he’s starting to work hard 
here,” said Mooseheads as¬ 
sistant coach Jeff MacLeod. 
“He’s testing us, we’re test¬ 
ing him, and I think we’re 
going to meet half way. 


which is a good thing. He’s 
growing in a positive way.”

Big Brother is watching 

Leagues evaluate officials to decide who works the playoffs 


Another playoff series, an¬ 
other string of blown calls 
and another round of com¬ 
plaints about the quality 
of post-season officiating. 

^ght now the focus is on 
baseball, where three 
missed calls marred the 
Yankees’ 10-1 win over the 
Angels Tuesday night. But 
in Januaiy it’ll be the NFL, 
and in the springtime 
something will happen in 
the NBA or NHL playoffs to 
make fans and media ques¬ 
tion just how these officials 
got post-season jobs in the 
first place. 

So how do they do it? 

Like the teams, officials 
in Major League Baseball 
and other big-time pro 
sports have to qualify for 
the playoffs. 

The NHL, NBA, NFL and 
MLB all separate the elite 
from the average by em- 
plojdng evaluators to grade 
eveiy official on eveiy play 
of the regular season. If 
you’re an official in North 
American pro sports. Big 
Brother is watching. 

All four leagues consider 
only the officials with the 
highest regular season 
grades for post-season as¬ 
signments, but then the 
criteria start to diverge. 

In the NFL, for example, 
the eight officiating crews 
with the best total grades 
will work the wild card and 
divisional championships, 
while the NBA and NHL 
construct new officiating 
crews from among the 
highest grading officials. 

Then comes an impor¬ 
tant variable: Experience. 

Neither the NBA nor the 
NFL allows rookie officials 
to work the post season.

Baseball has no specific 
rule regarding experience, 
but MLB spokesperson 
Mike Teevan said service 
time weighs heavily once 
discussions begin about 
which umpires will move 
on to the postseason. 

“There’s a whole litany 
of things that go into it, but 
you tiy to pick strong 
crews,” Teevan said. “Post¬ 
season crews are matched 
up based on skill sets.” 

In the NFL, only the offi¬ 
cials with at least five years 
in the league are eligible to 
work the Superbowl, while 
NBA spokesperson Tim 
Frank says the league bases 
its play¬ 


off picks on “90 per cent 
performance and 10 per 
cent experience.” 

“We’re not going to put 
someone in their first year 
in the playoffs,” he said. 
“There is an experience fac¬ 
tor (to playoff officiating) 
... You want to have 
the best guys in 
those situations.” 

The only purely 
meritocratic 
process for se¬ 
lecting post-sea¬ 
son officials be¬ 
longs to the 
NHL, which 
grades all of its 
linemen and 
referees and 


chooses the 20 top scorers 
in each group to work the 
playoffs. 

The officials who grade 
the highest move on to 
subsequent rounds, a 
process league spokesper¬ 
son Julie Young says en¬ 
sures the best officials, re¬ 
gardless of their level of ex¬ 
perience, will always work 
the post-season. 

Of course, even the 
league’s sharpest officials 
draw scrutiny from fans 
and media during the play¬ 
offs for allowing borderline 
plays that would draw 
penalties during the regu¬ 
lar season. torstar

everal weeks ago I 
focused on the use 
of comparative mar- 
j ket analysis to de¬ 
termine the value of 
a property. 

I referenced a client who 
purchased a property, sub¬ 
divided it, and was able to 
resell the land at a 


significant profit. 

Identifying such potential 
requires a determination of 
a property’s highest and 
best use, a concept in real 
estate often overlooked. 

The highest and best use 
of a property accounts for 
the most profitable use of 


land. In evaluating reason¬ 
ably probable and adequate¬ 
ly supported alternatives, 
one must focus on four fac¬ 
tors — uses that are legally 
permissible, physically pos¬ 
sible, financially feasible, 
and maximize productivity.

To ensure you are maxi¬ 
mizing your profit, or to 
avoid overpaying for a prop¬ 
erty, you should consider re¬ 
taining the services of a real 
estate appraiser.

A contract development, 
which would be specific to 
an individual property, 
could allow for a use that 
would otherwise be prohib¬ 
ited. For example, we re¬ 
cently worked on a develop¬ 
ment agreement that per¬ 
mitted twelve residential 
units in an area where the 
zoning called for two-unit 
dwellings. 

For those who are ambi¬ 
tious and patient, the high¬ 
est and best use can change 
drastically if the legally per¬ 
missible use is successfully 
changed.

The perfection of pop 

New album finds The Raveonettes In and Out of Control 



In and Out of Control is the latest album from The Raveonettes.

"We always set out to write 
the perfect pop song/’ con¬ 
fesses Sune Rose Wagner, 
the male half of Denmark’s 
The Raveonettes. 

Ever since they first ap¬ 
peared seven years ago us¬ 
ing vicious degrees of feed¬ 
back, Wagner and Sharin 
Foo have remained a vital 
and dependable source for 
perfect pop songs. 

Beginning with 2002's 
mini album Whip It On, 
through four full-length al¬ 
bums and last year’s series 
of EPs, on each release the 
duo have always managed 
to achieve their goal of 
reaching pop perfection. 


In and Out of Control’s 
lead single Last Dance is 
their finest bid yet. A sickly 
sweet prom night anthem 
with soaring harmonies 
and a candy coating in¬ 
stead of their usual noise- 
drenched sheen, it sounds 
like it was lifted right out 
of Sixteen Candles. 

“Sometimes you succeed 
and that’s the case with 
Last Dance. I think That 
Great Love Sound (from 
2003’s Chain Gang of Love) 
is a perfect pop song but 
the production is too harsh 
to win people over. The 
production on Last Dance 
is interesting because it 
melts ’60s with ’80s and 
sweetness with dark lyrics. 
It’s a veiy different kind of 
pop song.” 


Actually, the band’s 
fourth album is filled with 
“veiy different kinds of 
pop songs,” which Wagner 
feels reflect the definition 
of the band. 

“The Raveonettes stands 
for a lot of things,” he ex¬ 
plains. “Each song was 
treated individually and as 
we were progressing I felt 
the need to keep writing 
and adding songs to make 
it even more varied.” 

Brought to life using lay¬ 
ers and layers of distortion, 
sweet, but deadly boy-girl 
vocals, driving drum ma¬ 
chine rh 5 fthms and the odd 
sjmthesizer, from the titles 
alone, the album paints 
vivid portraits of rebellion, 
depravity and classic Holly¬ 
wood romanticism. 


“The songs are about my 
life around me and my 
thoughts on various sub¬ 
jects such as violence, sui¬ 
cide, love and rape,” Wag¬ 
ner explains. 

Yes, he said rape. And 
one look at In and Out of 
Control’s track listing and 
songs like D.R.U.G.S. and 
Suicide pale next to one 
called Boys Who Rape 
(Should All Be Destroyed). 
What’s funny is how such 
a brazen title became one 
of the catchiest, albeit 
most uncomfortable jin¬ 
gles of the year. 

“I’ve always loathed 
rapists and think they’re 
the lowest of the low,” ad¬ 
mits Wagner. “I thought 
we needed an up-tempo 
song so I wrote that song 


really fast and we made it 
sound frantic and crazy 
with the unusual beat. 
Sharin’s voice was perfect 
for the song because of the 
sweetness in her voice 
singing some veiy con¬ 


frontational words.” 

Adds Wagner, “I had an 
idea but people really 
picked up on it in a big 
way I must say. I like that, 
it’s a fine song with a clear 
message.”

INGREDIENTS: 

1 can (14 oz) coconut milk 
1-2 tbsp brown sugar 
1/2 cup of chicken or beef 
stock 

1 tsp red curry paste (you 
can use more if you want 
the dish to be spicier) 

2 tbsp fish sauce 

1 pint of grape tomatoes, 
halved 

1 can mushroom stems and 
pieces with juice 
1 zucchini (medimn size) 
chopped into small pieces 

1 orange pepper (optional; 
you can also use red or yel¬ 
low, medium sized) 

3 chicken breasts, cut into 
1/2-inch slices 

2 tbsp cornstarch mixed 
with 4-6 tbsp. of cold water 
2 cups of jasmine rice 

PREPARATION: 

1. In a two-quart saucepan, 
add the coconut milk, red 


curry paste, chicken stock, 
sugar, fish sauce and toma¬ 
toes and simmer over 
medium heat for eight 
minutes, stir constantly. 

2. Cook jasmine rice as 
directed on the package. 

3. While coconut mixture 
is simmering, add the 
chicken, peppers, mush¬ 
rooms and zucchini and 
simmer for another 12 
minutes or until the meat 
is cooked thoroughly. 

4. Mix the cornstarch and 
water together and then 
add to the pot. Mix until 
the curry thickens. If it 
doesn’t thicken, add more 
cornstarch and water to it. 

5. Serve over jasmine rice.
